The  follo^vlng  table  sho\7s  the  incidence  in  age  groups  of  i'ofectious 
diseases  occurring  d’oring  the  7/ear,  Tvo  csises  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to 
Isolation  liospital. 

Ecspitcd  facilities  for  ordinar3'  infectious  diseases  vrere  available  by 
agreement  v.ith  the  Corporation  of  Dar\7en  at  their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bull  Hill, 
Darwen.  per  smallpox  cases  an  arrangement  e::ists  'vri-th  the  Blackbm'’n  Corporation 
for  isolation  should  this  be  nGGessar^T". 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  means  of  fumigation  when  required.  Pormalin 
is  used  and  only  terminal  disi'nf ection  is  done  by  the  Council,  An  arrangement  exists 
with  Clitheroe  Corporation  by  which  means  steam  disinfection  of  bedding  etc,  can  be 
effected.  There  is  no  suitable  vehicle  for  the  transport  of  infected  bedding  to  the 
steem  dislnf ecter.

Again  the  imm-unisation  constitutes  one  of  the  features  of  the  public 
health  ser’/ice  in  your  district.  There  have  been  immmxisation  sessions  at  all 
the  clinics  in  the  villages. 

The  prophj’-lactic  A.P.  T.  is  used  end  the  total  child  population  under 
15  years  cf  age  having  been  protected  133^  iitiimmisation  is  IO85,  During  the  3i'ear 
52  children  urner-went  a.  course  of  immunisation  and  46  children  received  reinforcing 
doses. 

There  %7ere  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notii’ied  during  the  yeex.  In  the  past

Rater  to  the  Comicil’ s ms-ins  is  derived  from  Blackburn  Corporation  for 
PhJTst  C-recn  and  "vvoexif iclds , and  from  Clitheroe  Corporation  for' portions  of  Pendleton, 
Barrow,  and  tc  supplement  the  Council's  om  suppl-y  at  VThalley,  The  villages  of 
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DoTOihajn,  Pendleton,  T^Tiston  o;n.d  Little  Kitton  and  the  greater  of  Barrov/" 

are  supplied  frora  sources  and  mains  in  private  o-wnornhip,  Chatburn,  Worston, 
Chipping  and  Thoi''nle3r  mth  Wheatley'-  s^re  suioplied  from  the  Council*  s mains  vdiich 
receive  v;ater  in  bulk  from  springs  in  lorivo-te  o-wnershiiDo 

The  quality  of  the  ps.ter  supplied  to  the  district  is  generally 
satisfactor3%  The  water  supply  sm  Phc-lle3r  which  is  regarded  as  being  of  doubtful 
bacteriologiceJ.  qualitj’-  has  been  saf eguc,rdc-d  in  this  respect  b3-  the  installation 
of  a chlorination  planto  None  is  liable  to  plimibo- solvent  action. 

As  regards  quantity  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  to  the 
properties  supplied.  Some  areo.s  of  the  district  are  in  need  of  an  increased 
suppl3';  particularl3i'  for  agricultvu’al  re  quDnements.  I'iiimj  farms  rel3?-  on  independent 
supplies  Yaiich  are  kuo\m  to  be  inadequate.  With  a view  to  a-scortainiiig  the 
estdma.ted  present  ard  futiu’e  needs  of  the  district  a report  was  in  194^  presented 
on  3"cur  instructions  b3’- ir.  A.  Brooksbanic,  M.  I,  C.  E.  , M.  I.  W.  E.  , Consulting 
Engiiieer,  The  report  sets  out  iproposals  for  the  future  supply  of  the  district  and 
was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  present  year  the  Joint  Report  on  Bowland  and  Clitheroe  iirea 
WsAer  Supplies  ms  presented,  and  the  Clitheroe  and  Bowland  Area  Wo.ter  Suppl3'  - 
Jciait  Working  Part3'  wtis  foimied,  to  review  existing  water  supplies  o,nd  potential 
resovrees  of  the  areas.
